A new company will soon brew 
and serve beer just off" Whyte 
Avenue, but city bylaws could 
make it difficult for other brew- 
pubs to set up in Edmonton, 
Situation Brewing Company 
will hold a grand opening for 
their mew r location on Gateway 
Boulevard and SI Avenue on 
May 25. The company wall be 
part brewery, part restaurant 
and aims to give customers 
3 look behind the curtain on 
how their beer is made. 

“We just tore the curtains 
down and we built our brew¬ 
ery a block off Whyte Avenue," 
said founder Wayne Sheridan. 

"We could make beer for 
Edmontonians anywhere in 
Edmonton, but more than that 
we want to show people the 
process." 

In 2013, the Alberta Liquor 
and Gaming Corporation re¬ 
moved rules that forced any 
potenEial brewer to be able 
to brew at least 500,000 litres 
of beer a year. Last year, they 
fu riher removed restrict ions to 
allow breweries to open restau¬

rants and tap rooms on their 
premises. 

The changes have led to a 
flurry of new brew pubs in Cal¬ 
gary, which recently changed 
its zoning bylaws to create a 
new class for breweries. 

But Edmonton hasn’t seen 
nearly the same boom In inter¬ 
est. Situation is the only com¬ 
pany coming forward so far. 

Sheridan said it was difficult 
to find a good spot for his brew¬ 
ery, but city staff helped a lot 


with his particular application. 

'There is a way that they 
made if work, but it took us 
about three months," he said. 

Sheridan said the provin¬ 
cial government's changes will 
drive interest in more brew¬ 
eries. but added that the city 
should consider new zoning 
rules to make it easier. 

He said new start-ups will 
want to be in a core part of 
the city, not an industrial park, 
which is where bylaws would 


currently put breweries, 

“No one wants to do that in 
a factory somewhere in south 
Bdmonton — they want to do 
it in an interesting location.* 
Harry Luke, a senior planner 
with Edmonton for commercial 
and industrial development, 
said the city hasn't had enough 
interest to consider changing 
bylaws for brew pubs. 

“We don't have any call to 
make any changes. We haven't 
had a tush of applications to 
amend our zoning bylaw* he 
said. “We don’t have any for¬ 
mal requests to review the 
zoning bylaw with respect to 
micro-breweries."

For the people Larson works 
with, who are blind, it puts a 
learning experience at their 
fingertips that w r ords just can't 
match. 

"A child that is blind or vis¬ 
ually impaired may never be 
able to see. say, a poster of a 
solar system A said Larson, who 
works in the CNiB's children’s 
department.

Economy could 
benefit from fire

The Fori Me Murray wildfire 
and resulting evacuations could 
be a bizarne boost lo td mon- 
ton’s economy. 

Firm numbers are hard 
to come by but it's known 
at least 17.000 people have 
gone through the Northlands 
evacuation centre and likely 
thousands more have moved 
to the city lemporari ly. 

For comparison, at the 
height of the city's most re¬ 
cent boom. 3-0.000 people a 
year were moving to Edmon¬ 
ton, which led to low vacancy 
rates and a booming construc¬ 
tion sector. 

The city’s chief economist , 
John Rose, said he expects the 
influx of evacuees will create 
a benefit to the city’s business 
commun ity. 

“People have bee n provided 
with funding from the provin¬ 
cial government and the Red 
Cross, and they are going to 
be spending that money in 
the local economy,” he said. 

The city's vacancy rate stood 
at 4.2 per cent last fall. Though 
Rose said he expects the new 
number, to be released soon,

“411 the private operators 
are saying their phones are 
ringing off the hook." be said. 

Ross DeVok chief research of¬ 
ficer with the Milken Instimte, 
studied the economic effects of 
Hurricane Katrina on cities like 
Houston, where evacuees fled. 


He said Edmonton 
could see an even big¬ 
ger bump than those 
cities. 

“In the case of 
Houston, the propor¬ 
tional impact wasn 't 
as big. but tempor¬ 
arily it caused ho¬ 
tel rooms and other 
temporary lodging to 
be full up." be said. 
DeVbl added that based on the 
Houston experience, Edmonton 
could see a long term boost. 

“Many migrants that left 
New Orleans and went to Hous¬ 
ton chose to stay there per ina¬ 
ne ntly,” be said. 

“Jt’s quite probable that 
this will be net positive for 
Edmonton."

‘I feel 

hopeless’: 

Evacuee 


The hardest part for evacuees 
from Fort McMurray has obvious¬ 
ly been latino their homes or live 
lihoods. But as the days tick by, 
those forced from their homes 
face a new spectre — frustration. 

And as news broke Tuesday 
that wildfires were now attacking 
oilsands work tamps north of 
Fort Ml Murray — resulting in 
the government announcing 
reentry plans for the city were 
bound to be delayed — evacuees 
outside the Northlands evacua¬ 
tion centre had little positive to 
say about the long wait ahead. 

One man said he'd been hope 
fill up until today, but now. “1 
feel hopeless* 

Nearby. Paul—a consunction 
worker originally from Nova Sco¬ 
tia — described the situation its 
"a waiting game.” 

Paul was scheduled to fly back 
to the hire bog Lodge camp today, 
only for that plan to be scuttled 
as thousands of workers were 
forced to flee when wildfires 
attacked the Black Sands. 

Running low on money, Pauls 
decided to stay at Northlands for 
a few days before making a final 
decision on what nest. 

"That's just put a damper on 
the whole thing, eh * he said of 
the new fir e news. “3 knew when 
we'd go back (to Foil McMurray] 
that we weren't going to go back 
to town soon. But I figured we'd 
stay in the camps.” 

With that option now looking 
less likely in the near future. Paul 
shared his frustration.

Fort McMurrav-area fires have 
stopped oil and gas companies 
in their tracks as 8,000 workers, 
some flown in the same day, 
were forced from camps with 
the immi nent threat of danger. 

Matt Breen was away from 
his two daughters since Febru¬ 
ary working in Fort McMurray 
when he was evacuated. But 
it wasn't long before his com¬ 
pany called him back from New 
Brunswick, asking if he wanted 
to fly up for a few more weeks 
and finish the job. 

“I didn’t really do any research 
to see what was going on with 
the fire, I just assumed it was 
done, I didn't think it was that 
bad," Breen said. When he land¬ 
ed at Firebag airport he could 
smell and feel the smoke in the 
air. but didn't think much of it. 

He was bussed to the Black- 
sand Lodge—the fifiS executive 
suite rooms, which, as of Tuesday 
morning, were confirmed to be 
destroyed.. 

“1 was laying down on the 
phone, it was a nice bright sunny 
day and t didn't look out the win¬ 
dow for a while* Breen said. “I 


looked out and it was orange.” 

Breen said he was about to 
go get something to eat Monday 
night when the fire alarm went 
off and announcements came 
over loud speakers to let work¬ 
ers know buses were on their 
way and the fire was headed 
towards the camp. 

Bryan VV'heller. evacuated on 
Monday just up the road from 
the flames at Noralta Lodge, said 
he regrets returning to work. 

He flew out on Monday to the 
Noralta lodge ELnd witnessed the 
chaos firsthand, as camps short 
on buses and busy with staff 
scrambled for the second time 
to evacuate. 


VV'heller said there weren’t 
enough buses to take all the 
evacuees, so he waited near the 
Noralta camp for about six hours. 

"They wouldn't tell us what 
was going on,” he said. “I just 
think it’s ridiculous. 

“We all fled two weeks ago 
— a bunch of u s came back 
up thinking we’d finish off the 
work and get a bit of coin — 
I've got bills to pay. They didn’t 
have a problem flying us up. but 
where's the plane to get us out'/" 
On Tuesday, government of¬ 
ficials assured evacuees that 
planes and buses will be made 
available to fly or drive them out. 
Premier Rachel Motley told re¬ 


porters the fire grew to B55.000 
hectares overnight from 285,000 
hectares, adding Noralta and 
Birch Creek lodges are currently 
at risk. 

When asked if it was a mis¬ 
take for some workers to be re¬ 
cently flown to camps near Fort 
McMurray, Motley said many 
workers had already been in 
the area and others were down 
last week. 

“They were many miles away 
from the city,* she said. "'What 
we've done as a result is watch 
the fire, and when it started to 
become a threat, (officials] in 
the Fort McMurray area issued 
evacuation orders.

Oilsands 

naturally 

resilient 

Wildfires that ravaged some 
neighbourhoods in Fort Mc¬ 
Murray and forced 80,000 to 
flee the city two weeks ago are 
now chewing through the wilder¬ 
ness further north, where major 
oilsands projects are located. A 
665-i.mit work lodge has burned 
down and two more are under 
threat. But experts and officials 
say they aren’t expecting ser¬ 
ious harm to the oil-producing 
facilities themselves. Here's why: 

There's a built-in buffer zone: 

Oilsands projects — whether 
they Involve scooping the ore out 
of a mine or melting it under¬ 
ground with steam —are built 
in such a way that there's a lot 
of empty space between facilities 
and forest. Unlike in residential 
neighbourhoods where there are 
a lot of trees and wooden build¬ 
ings, there’s Utile in the way of 
fuel at tire industrial sites to feed 
the ravenous flames. 

Bitumen doesn’t catch fire 
easily: 

Morrison battled wildfires in 
oilsands country in 2011. Burn¬ 
ing bitumen, the tarry product 
extracted at the sites, wasn't an 
issue then and it's not expected 
to be one this time either, he said. 

Hie Stuff that coukl catch file or 
explode is mostly underground: 

Oilsands projects rely heavily 
on natural gas to generate power 
for their plants and heat up the 
steam tha t's used to liquefy the 
bitumen in some projects. They 
also need diluent, a very light 
petroleum product, to liuike the 
tarry oilsands etude thin enough 
to flow through pipelines.

Tor years, transgender Can¬ 
adians had to come up with 
creative arguments in front of 
courts and commissions to link 
discrimination against them 
with existing human rights 
laws. 

The human lights laws ex¬ 
tend some protections to trans¬ 
gender people under the sex 
discrimination category, but 
there have been few cases be¬ 
fore the federal human rights 
tribunal, so the scope of the 
protections themselves has not 
been all that clear. 

The same situation exists for 
hate speech and hate crime 
laws: violence against trans¬ 
gender persons may have been 
captured before, but it wasn't 
clearly spelled! out. 

Legislation the government 
introduced Tuesday would clari¬ 
fy 1 all of that, adding gender 
identity and expression to hu¬ 
man rights and hate crime laws. 


"Thank goodness this bill is 
passing because it wilt protect 
us from ... hateful propaganda, 
assaults, rape — stuff like that.” 
said Charlie Lowthian-Rickert, 
who was born a boy but identi¬ 
fies as a girl.

the people w r ho would have just 
gone off and done it in the past 
and discriminated or assaulted 
us. Now it could be stopping 
them and then basically pun¬ 
ishing them if they actually do 
it,” the ID-year-old said during 
a morning news conference 


alongside the federal justice 
minister. 

The bill still has numerous 
steps before it becomes law. 
The NDP tried unsuccessfully to 
fast-track the measure through 
the House of Commons on Tues¬ 
day arguing it was similar to a 
private member's bill the Com¬ 
mons approved in the lasl Parlia¬ 
ment with cross-part> r support. 

That bill, from New 1 Democrat 
Randall Garrison, languished in 
the Senate before it was ultim¬ 
ately gutted and died when the 
election was called. 

Interim Conservative leader 
Kona Ambrose said she's pre¬ 
pared to vote for the new bill, 
but opposition remains in the 
Senate where Conservative Don 
Plett said he's not ready to sup¬ 
port the measure. 

On his way into the Com¬ 
mons, Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau said he expects the 
Senate to recognize the rights 
contained in the bill. 

The legislation would, if 
passed, make it illegal under 
the Canadian Human Rights 
Act to deny someone a job or to 
discriminate in the workplace 
on the basis oft he gender they 
identify with or outwardly ex¬ 
press.

WHAT IS IN THE BILL? 

The legislation includes pro¬ 
visions to make it illegal to dis¬ 
criminate a.gimst someone in the 
workplace because they identify 
as a differ ent gender, and would 
see the Criminal Code updated 
to extend hate speech laws to 
protect transgender people. 
WHAT DOES IT MEAN FOR 
TRANS PEOPLE? 

This means if someone is tar¬ 
geted in a crime because of their 
gender identity or gender expres¬ 
sion. judges would have to con¬ 
sider that aspect of the crime as 
an aggravating factor. 

HOW WILL IT BE ENFORCED? 

Similar to current enforce¬ 
ment around any hate speech 
or human rights violation law. 
it would simply mean gender 
identity and expression would 
also be protected under the law. 
WHAT CAN BE IMPROVED? 

Several advocates say this is 
an important first step but it's 
impossible at this point to know 
how effective it will be.

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Friendship credited with 
changing Tory minds 


Conservative MP Michelle 
Rempel says a lot has changed 
in the three years since she 
voted against a bill that would 
have made it illegal to dis¬ 
criminate on the basis of 
gender identity or expression. 

for one, there's her friend¬ 
ship with NDP MP Kandall 
Garrison, whose private mem¬ 
ber's bill to defend the rights 
of transgender Canadians was 
gutted last year in the Senate, 
but inspired the new bill intro¬ 
duced Tuesday by the Liberal 
government. 

"He's done a lot of really 
thoughtful work on this issue 
that J would consider to be 
non-partisan, and we’ve had 
some very 1 good chats about 
this,” Kemp el said Tuesday 
from Copenhagen, where she 
is attending the Women De¬ 
liver conference, 

She said she's strongly in¬ 
clined to support the legisla¬ 
tion. known as Bill C-16, al¬ 
though she wants to read it 
thoroughly before officially 
making up her mind. 

Garrison said he expects 
many Conservatives who voted 
against his bill to support this 
line and confirmed that friend¬ 
ship might have something to 
do with it. 

"There is a lot of Conserv¬

atives that 1 am personal¬ 
ly friends with, and 3 think 
for some of them — not for 
(Rempel), but for some of them 
— it’s the first time they ever 
got to know anybody from the 
gay community on a personal 
basis." Garrison said. 

“That’s helped change some 
minds.” 

Rempel, who had voted 
against Garrison’s bill at third 
reading despite supporting it 
at second reading, acknow¬ 
ledged at the time that the 


transgender community faces 
discrimination, including 
violence. 

But she was concerned the 
legislation lacked concrete 
measures to protect people 
from violence and other forms 
of discrimination on the basis 
of gender identity or expres¬ 
sion. making it little more 
than a symbolic gesture. 

Since then, she said, the 
transgender community has 
done a lot of work on the 
issues of housing, workplace 
discrimination, violence and 
identification cards and she 
now believes federal legisla¬ 
tion would also send a mes¬ 
sage to provincial and muni¬ 
cipal governments. 

“This isn't a panacea," 
Rempel said. “This isn't going 
to change all of those things 
overnight, 

“But 1 think it has been very 
clear over the last three years 
that the community feels this 
is a very important step in the 
right direction." 

Interim Conservative lead¬ 
er Ron a Ambrose has also 
changed her mind, saying 
Tuesday that she would be 
supporting Bill C-16 and that 
her caucus colleagues would 
be free to vote as they wish.

The 2012 campaign set a 
record for U.S. election spend¬ 
ing: $7 billion, four years later, 
there has never before been so 
much candidate talk about the 
evils of money in politics — 
and this campaign will almost 
certainly set another record. 

Some of the cash will go to 
old-fashioned staples like yard 


signs and brochures and drab 
offices and the organizers to 
staff" them.

The money is there in large 
part because of Citizens United

spending groups that are free 
to run ads promoting particu¬ 
lar candidates.

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Disarmament offers 
Canada chance to 
lead on world stage

If Canada is to win a seat on 
the UN Security Council, we 
need a campaign that is bold, 
global and pertinent. 

Leading a global effort on 
nuclear non-proliferation and 
disarmament should be a 
cornerstone of that campaign, 
and the upcoming G7 meet¬ 
ings in Japan represent a per¬ 
fect opportunity. 

The need to act on nuclear 
disarmament is dear. Nuclear 
weapons threaten our col¬ 
lective existence, especially in 
the hands of non-state actors, 
such as Daesh, and belliger¬ 
ent countries, such as North 
Korea. The financial cost to 
build, maintain and refurbish 
nuclear weapons is unsustain¬ 
able. The proliferation of nu¬ 
clear weapons also raises the 
risk of false alarms that could 
lead to inadvertent use. 

The world needs leadership 
and action on disarmament, 
and Canada is well-positioned 
to move things forward. 

It is important to remember 
the political and historic cap¬ 
ital we have. As a county that 
has never developed nuclear 
weapons, we have credibility. 
As a G7 nation and a member 
of NATO, the Commonwealth, 
and the Francophonie, w r e 
have global connectivity. And 
we have some of the best ex¬ 
perts in the diplomacy, science 
and verification of nuclear 
weapons. 

No other country has t hese 
claims. 

Recently, Minister Dion 
joined with other G7 foreign 
ministers in signing a com¬ 
mitment to act on the issue of 


nuclear disarmament In April, 
our Permanent Mission in 
Geneva hosted representatives 
from 22 governments — both 
nuclear-weapons countries and 
non-nuclear weapons coun 
tries ■— to discuss proposals for 
advancing nuclear disarma¬ 
ment. 

What can Canada propose? 

We should use rhe uprom 
ing G7 to announce that 
Canada will make nuclear 
disarmament a cornerstone of 
our campaign for a seat on the 
UN Security Council- And we 
should commit to a specific set 
of actions. 

First, we should pledge con¬ 
crete support for the Iranian 
nuclear deal, by offering to 
provide assistance in verifica¬ 
tion and compliance. 

Second, we should commit 
additional support to the work 
of the International Atomic 
Enetgy Agency. 

Third and most import¬ 
ant, Canada should offer to 
host a high-level conference 
to discuss a Nuclear Weapons 
Convention. This conference 
would allow all countries to 
share ideas in an open setting 
and begi n work towards a 
framework agreement leading 
to a convention. 

It is now 71 years since 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki and 
the threat of nuclear war is 
still with us. 

Are we ready to put forward 
serious ideas that will allow 
Canada to take its place at the 
UN Security Council and con¬ 
tribute to a more stable world? 
1 hope and think the answer 
must be yes.

Actress debuts 
ghostly film 
Personal Shopper 
at Cannes 

The idea of Kristen Stewart 
playing a combination ghost 
chaser and fashionista sounds 
like something from the realm 
of comedy. 

Yet in Personal Shopper, 
her new film which has elec¬ 
trified — make that terrified 
— the Cannes Film Festival, 
it's an artful take on the hor¬ 
ror movie genre. Representing 
a new advance as an actress 
for Stewart, 26, the film ls far 
more frightening and cerebral 
than anything seen during 
her Twilight vampire fran¬ 
chise days. 

"I was surprised every day 
by how scary the movie was,” 
she told a press conference 
Tuesday, recalling how the 
“trippy, dreamy, surreal and 
existential" script she’d read 
exactly once turned into some¬ 
thing altogether different dur¬ 
ing filming. 

The Palme d'Or-contending 
movie, world-premiering 
at Cannes, reunites her 
with writer/director Olivier 
Assayas, whose Clouds of Si Is 
Maria earned her the best sup¬ 
porting actress prize at the 
2015 Cesars, the French Os¬ 
cars, the first American actress 
to win a Cesar. 

The French auteur again has 
Stewart working as a personal 
assistant for a demanding fe¬ 
male employer and taking a 
long train journey as part of 
her job, but this time with far 
creepier effect. 

Her character, Maureen 
Cartwright, is the Paris- 
based go-fer and dresser for 


the fabulously rich Kyra (Nora 
Von Waldstatten), who is too 
famous and entitled to shop 
for her own designer clothes 
and Cartier jewels. 

Maureen does the fittings 
and fetching for her boss, 
working efficiently but with 
a vague sense of resentment. 
Stewart puts these competing 
impulses across with the most 
subtle of words and expres¬ 
sions, and also small acts of 
rebellion. 

This is not how we first 
meet Maureen, however.The 
movie opens in more conven¬ 
tional spook story fashion, 
with a visit to an imposing 
rural mansion. Maureen is 
accompanied by Lara (Bigrid 
Bouaziz). the grieving girl¬ 
friend of Lewis. Maureen's re¬ 
cently deceased twin brother. 
The two siblings both had a 
congenital heart condition 
they believed predisposed 
them to perceiving ghost¬ 
ly visitors, and Maureen is 
hoping to contact her bro 
from across the life/death div¬ 
ide — which means spending 
the night alone in the house 
|Lara refuses to stay). 

What transpires is as unset¬ 
tling as it is perplexing, and 
soon we see Maureen back at 
her celebrity helper job. tak¬ 
ing a return day trip to Lon¬ 
don via the Chunnei train on 
yet another fashion mission 
for Kyra. Suddenly she has 
an “unknown caller," con¬ 
tacting her via texts on her 
smartphone, an aggressive 
and vexing presence not un¬ 
like the mocking telephone 
psycho from Scream. 

Is the lexter human or 
something altogether differ¬ 
ent? 

Anyone expecting Personal 
Shopper to follow a conven¬ 
tional horror-movie trajectory 
is in for a disappointment. 


which may explain why there 
were a few boos Monday night 
at the press preview in the 
Debussy Theatre. 

The film is about someone 
dealing with grief and loss but 
also trying to discover who 
she really is. 

“It is a movie about find¬ 
ing yourself. It's an enormous 
identity-crisis movie," said 
Stewart, who still sports the 


new platinum blonde hair bob 
she unveiled at last week's 
Cannes gala opener. Woody 
Allen's Cafe Society, in which 
she plays both assistant and 
lover to a Hollywood agent. 

Personal Shopper also ad¬ 
dresses the idea of what's real 
and what's not in our lives, 
and whether there are worlds 
beyond the knowm ones.

Nissan knows it can’t reJy 
strictly cm a brand name to sell 
its truck, because although the 
Cuntntins-powered Titan XD 
has garnered! plenty of atten¬ 
tion since it was launched, it 
will only be a small part of the 
brand’s overall truck sales pie. 

The brand wants us to think 
of the I'itan as a heavy half-ton 
that offers the capability of an 
HD pickup. Base curb weight 
on the gas-powered truck is 
still a hefty 2,72-1 kilograms 
for the £ model, though that is 
272 kg lighter than the diesel- 
version. 

The maximum payload on 
the gas-powered version comes 
in at 1177 kg with rear-wheel 
drive. 

It's safe to say that this rig 
won't be easy on the wallet 
when it comes to fuel bills. Our 
day of driving had the internal 
readout ranging from 21.7 to 
IS.fi litres per 100 km, about 
what you’d expect from such 
a heavy tiuck. 

It would also be nice to see 
a larger fuel tank option. 

The lush rolling hills of 
Tennessee served as our test 
bed for this new powertrain, 
a 5.6r]itre VS with 390 horse¬ 
power and a seven-speed auto¬ 
mat ic transmission.

in the previous Titan, this en¬ 
gine is heavily revised, with 
the biggest changes being the 
addition of direct injection 
and Nissan's proprietary WEL

ery' and overall refinement in 
the engine. 

Though it is a heavy truck, 
the Titan XD isn't a slouch 
with this VS under the hood, 
certainly offering more get-up- 
and-go than the big diesel. A1 so 
serving the power up well is 
the seven-speed transmission. 

Loafing about the tight Ten¬ 
nessee roads through farm 
country, the Titan felt heavy, 
pushing when hustled through 
comers, but the most preva¬ 
lent sensation is one of com¬ 
fort. The cabin is nicely muted 
from the road and the heavy 
set nature of the truck allows 
it to feel absolutely planted to 
the ground in all situations, 
especially w r hen cruising in 
a straight line at highw r ay 
speeds. 

Steering feel is on the light 
side for the Titan, while the 
brakes feel very strong, espe¬ 
cially with no weight pushing 
from the rear end of the tmek. 

Nothing can upset the large, 
calm nature of this truck. 

Nissan is claiming that the 
Titan XD is just as comfortable 
as modem half-tons, and it's 
not a lie. 

With the Titan XD, Nissan 
has a fine product that is ca¬ 
pable of playing on the big 
stage with best players in the 
game.

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What to do in an accident 


CAR COLLISIONS 

Step one: 
Don't panic!

At some point, nearly every 
driver has the misfortune to 
experience a collision. Wheth¬ 
er it's a fender bender or 
something more extensive, 
the initial reaction will always 
be distress, maybe even panic 
No one wants to be in an ac¬ 
cident, but it can be much 
less stressful to deal with if 
you know what to do. 

Keep calm 

"Step one: Don’t panic,* ad¬ 
vises Heather Mack, director 
of government relations for 
Alberta* Manitoba and Ter¬ 
ritories for the Insurance 
Bureau of Canada. Unfortu¬ 
nately, accidents happen all 
the time. According to Mack, 
about 145.000 collisions took 
place in the province of Al¬ 
berta in 2014. 

The first concern is the 
safety of everyone involved. 
“Check and see if anyone is 
injured and, if so* call 911 and 
get police and ambulance to 
the scene right away," says 
Mack. For minor injuries, you 
may not need an ambulance 
but you will still need the 
police. 

Check the damage 

If no one is injured, the next 
step is to check the damage 
to the vehicles. “If the dam¬ 
age is more than S2.000 total 
between all cars involved, it 
needs to be reported to the 
police.* says Mack. The cost 
maybe hard to judge* though 
most collisions that damage 
both vehicles will meet the 
threshold. 

“You don’t need police to 
come to the scene if no one 
is hurt, the vehicles are still 
roadworthy and everyone is 
calm. But you'll still have to 
go to the police station to file 
a report.” Auto-repair shops 
need to see the sticker on 
your car showing you’ve filed 
a police report before they can 
work on your vehicle if the 
damage is more than 52.GOO. 
“It’s the law,* she says. 

You also need to file a re¬ 
port if you hit public property. 
You are liable if you run into 
a stop sign or a light standard 
— or if you damage someone 
else’s property, like a fence 
or a w r all. 


If you're involved in an accident, make sure everyone is safe, move your vehicles off the road and then trade contact and insurance information, i stock 


G et out of the way 

If no one is hurt and your car 
can be moved, it’s wise to 
move it to the side of the road 
while you assess the damage 
and trade information. “Put 
on your hazard lights and 
be sure you’re out of harm's 
way.” says Mack. “There are 
many cases of bystanders or 
vehicle owners getting hit by 
another vehicle when cars are 
stopped on the road.” 

Once everyone is safe, trade 
names, contact and insurance 
information. “You can take a 
picture with your phone of 
the other driver's pink insur¬ 
ance slip and maybe take a 
moment to photograph dam¬ 
age to the other car just in 
case you need it.* she says. 

An exception would be if 


you suspect the other driver 
may have committed a crime, 
like driving under the influ¬ 
ence. “in that case, don’t 
move vehicles. Wait for the 
police, as they'll have to as¬ 
sess the scene and investi¬ 
gate.* 

And what if the other driver 
is upset, aggressive or argu¬ 
mentative? "Best to call police 
in that case," Mack suggests. 
“Don't engage in a battle with 
another driver. Let the police 
deal w r ith it and let the in¬ 
surance companies sort out 
liability." If any bystanders 
witnessed the accident, ask 
them to stick around to talk 
to police. 

Call your insurer 

Once you've dealt with the 


immediate issues, call your 
insurer. “You may have never 
been involved in an accident, 
but they deal with it every 
day," Mack says. “If you need a 
tow, call right away. If there’s 
little damage, maybe wait 
until you've filed your police 
report, as your insurer will 
want the police File number." 
Mack recommends waiting to 
get repair quotes until after 
you speak to your insurance 
carrier, as they will help walk 
you through the steps. 

Finally, make sure you're 
covered. “It’s important to 
know what to do if you’re 
involved in an accident," says 
Mack, ''but you also want the 
peace of mind to know you're 
covered and know your de¬ 
ductible so there are no un¬ 
pleasant surprises." 


Q S STEPS TO FOLLOW IN AN ACCIDENT 




1. Stop. Stay calm. 
Remember: accidents 
happen all the time. 

2. Make sure no one is hurt 
and everyone is safe. 

3. Move vehicles if you can 
while you exchange infor¬ 
mation or wait for police. 

4. If anyone is injured or 
if damage to vehicles is 
significant, call the police. 
Otherwise, drive to the po¬ 
lice station to file a report. 

5. Call your insurer.
